This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed 21 March 2007 
and Remarks filed 31 January 2007. Claims 15-16, 18-22, 24-26, 28-41 and 43-52 are 
pending with claims 15, 20, 24-25, 33 and 43-44 being in independent form. Claims 17, 
23, 27, 42 and 53-57 have been canceled per Applicant's request. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15-16, 18-22, 24-26, 28-41 and 43-52 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement. of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the 
art, in conjunction with all the other limitations of the claims: 
With respect to claim 15 and all its dependencies: 

• A method of transferring information from a drawing device by extracting a 
page identifier from position data that identifies which page or pages in an 
abstract position-coding pattern the position data belongs 

With respect to claim 20 and all its dependencies: 

• A method of transferring information from a drawing device wherein if an 
application is registered to utilize received data it's informed about the 
existence of new position data in the memory 
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With respect to claim 24 and all its dependencies: 

• A digital storage medium having instructions to extract a page identifier 
from position data that identifies to which page or pages in an abstract 
position-coding patter the position data belongs 

With respect to claim 25 and all its dependencies 

• A device to transfer information from a drawing device containing a 
storage handler that stores in a computer system memory position data 
that comes from the drawing device and extracts a page identifier from the 
position data that identifies to which page or pages in the position-coding 
pattern the position data belongs 

With respect to claim 33 and all its dependencies: 

• A method to identify an application in a computer system that receives 
information from a drawing device by deriving a service identifier that 
identifies an activity a user wants to perform from incoming position data 
from the drawing device and identifying, by the service identifier, at least 
one application in the computer system 

With respect to claim 43 and all its dependencies: 

• A digital storage medium having instructions to derive a service identifier 
that identifies an activity a user wants to perform from incoming position 
data from the drawing device and identifying, by the service identifier, at 
least one application in the computer system 
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With respect to claim 44 and all its dependencies: 

• A device to identify an application in a computer system that receives 
incoming position data from a drawing device, derives a service identifier 
that identifies an activity a user wants to perform from the position data 
and based upon the service identifier, identifies at least one application in 
the computer system 
The prior art of record fails to provide sufficient teaching or motivation to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide the additionally recited features of these claims in the 
combinations as claimed.
